Democrats still were supreme—in 


New York, they defeated Dewey—but 
Republican Program Projector Glenn 
Frank found "the drift toward a vir- 
tually one-party nation" stopped, and 
the stock mart perked up the day 
after the election. 


Shot Heard 'Round World 


The day before America balltoed, 


Herschel Grynszpan, 17, a Jew, shot 
and killed a German embassy aide in 
Paris. And in Germany a super- 
pogrom ensued, so shocking that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt "could scarcely be- 
lieve that such things could occur in 
a 20th centeury civilization ." Nazis 
cursed their critics and fined the Jew- 
ish people $400.000,000 for Grynszpan's 
gunmanship, .' 


American Ambassador Wilson was 


called home to report on the Reich's 
rioting—and Der Fuehrer yanked his 
envoy back from Washington to ex- 
plain Mr. Roosevelt's "queer attitude."

Why, does she 
permit France to throw away her south 
western strength while Spain is abon- 
doned to Fascist forces upon France's 
other boundary and at the very en- 
trance to the Mediterranean?

Struggle in the Future 


To those groups there is but one rea 


enemy in Europe—at least so thi 
Chamberlains think. That enemy i: 
Russia. 


Bad as Mussolini is, vile as Hitle 


seems to them at least they figh 
the same enemy. 


The one great problem in. Europe 


today is for England to isolate Russia 
and if we understand that, it is quite 
simple to see how successful British 
diplomacy has been. 
—tittle-by-amie the battlefield is be- 
ing de-limited, 


It is to be a battle between Russia 


and Communism on one side and Ger- 
many and Fascism on the other. 
Undoubtedly Italy will be in that. 


But the stge is being set, and this 


is the fact, for a war that England can 
keep out of and in Svhich Germany 
will be fighting "the battle of Mr. 
Chamberlain's school of thought. 


It will be time enough, thinks Mr. 


Chamberlain, to deal with Germany 
and Italy when both have exhausted 
themselves in that titantic struggle.

lis attorneys. 
Jerome Sullivan, defense ^attorney, 


announced Mr. Gregg would take the 
stand when the defense begins sum- 
moning its 33 witnesses.

Miss Magnusen testified that after 


she had been sent to live with an aunt 
in Fresno,. Calif., Mr. Gregg and 
family came to see her and afterward 
she had attempted to commit suicide 
believing she was pregnant, 


"Isn't it true," Pruet asked, "that 


you tried to commit suicide because 
you didn't think you ever would see 
Mr. Gregg again? 


The witness. replied that was one 


reason. 


Miss Magnusen, who testified there 


had been approximately 100 acts of 
intimacy during the two years, said 
Mr. Gregg had written a prophecy 
for her high school diploma folder 
that she some day would be a min- 
isters wife.

The proposal to be advanced by the 
labor officials is expected to revolve 
around restoring jobs at the mill for 
Hope men. 


Just what will e the outcome of the 


conference, remains to be seen, Mr. 
McKinley told a representative of The 
Star. Mr. Warren added that, "We 
want no violence and will not tolerate 
it. We figure the best way to settle 
a labor dispute is around a table with 
executives of the firm affected;," 


In the meantime approximately 150 


men maintained a .picket line sur-

When the mill began operations this 


week on a curtailed schedule, four of 
the 7 men were employed by the new 
owners, Two of the four men later 
joined the pickt line and the other 
two are idle because of the picket line, 
according to Mr. Hutchens.

Nab are also without work, because of 
the labor dispute.

WASHINGTON.-The extension of

The battlefields are the ports of the 


world. Ammunition is the goods ex- 
changed between them. The soldiers 
we the dollars, pounds, marks, francs 
and all other international units of 
money. 


In one camp are the nations that 


favor a more or less free flow of trade 
and the settlement of international ac- 
counts with gold. The United States, 
having a tremendous supply of gold, is 
the standard bearer of this group. 


Ranged against' them are nations 


with so little gold they must control its 
flow out of this country. Germany 
leads the column, Japan and Italy are 
close behind. They have led in set- 
ting up controls over foreign exchange 
(gold), They buy from nations willing 
to accept goods in payments. Germany, 
for instance, trades in blocked marks. 
Traders in other nations can sell their 
goods in Germany, but they can rarely 
take gold out.of the country for pay- 
ment: only goods.

saying that Miss Umphries had lived 
with his family the past 16 years. The 
friend of the nephew also was quoted 
as saying he had known the dead 
woman several years. 


No Reason (or Act 


They could give no reason why the 


woman ended-her life. 


They said Miss Umphries left Spring 


Hill Dece'm'ber 20 to visit some rela- 
tives at Taylor, Ark. When they, read 
newspaper accounts of the' dead wo- 
man here they communicated • with 
relatives at Taylor and learned that 
Miss Umphries had failed to arrive.-' 
f.,Soon afterwards they discovered that 
If pistol' '8eloh£ng' <6*the^dead*woman* 
was missing. This discovery added a 
stronger belief that the dead woman 
.was Miss Umphries, They boarded an 
L. & A. train at Spring Hill Thursday 
night and came to Hope. 


The identification was made shortly 


after midnight. An ambulance from 
Spring Hill arrived in Hope at 5 a. m. 
Thursday and the body was placed 
aboard and taken to Spring Hill. Fu- 
neral services are to be held Saturday 
at State Line cemetery, near Spring 
Hill. 


Undertakers here quoted the nephew 


as saying that parents of Miss Umph- 
ries were deaed and that for the past 
16 years she had been living with a 
sister at Spring Hill. 


The nephew said -the woman had 


never been married, appeared to be 
satisfied at Spring Hill and that he 
could give no reason why she wanted 
to die.

LITTLE ROCK.—Arkansas is going 


to collect "immediately" between $50- 
000 and $100,000 owed by county offic- 
ials or several counties will have somte 
new officials, Governor Bailey declar- 
ed Thursday. 


The disclosure came after Compi 


troller J. O, Goff demanded the imme- 
diate resignation of Sheriff and Col- 
lector Virgil A. Rucker of Salmo 
county because an audit showed him 
$15,615 behind in his accountings for 
tax monies collected, 


The state constitution provides that

public officials in .default of public 
^ 


moneys are ineligible to hold public \ 
office, and Governor Bailey indicated 
the constitution will.be followed. 


Although he declined to name coun- 


ties or officials, the governor indicated 
that commissions of several newly 
elected county officers have not been 
issued, and will not be until "some- 
thing between $50,000 and $100,000 has 
been collected by the state." 


One county official, elected to an- 


other county post at the November 
general election, paid off $9,300 during 
the past two weeks before his hew 
commission was executed. 


Another official has cleared up an 


apparent shortage of $800 in order to 
secure a comission for a position to 
which he was elected. In another in- 
stance, already given considerable pub- 
licity, a county official resigned when 
faced by a $5,400 shortage reflected in 
a comptroller's audit. 


Officials in at least three additional 


countries are now faced with a situa- 
tion in which they must prove Audi- 
torial Department audits to be inac- 
curate, make up apparent shortages 
running into thousands of dollars or 
tender their resignations and permit 
the governor to name others to fill 
their posts.

is economic power. For economic pow- 
er—raw materials, foods, industrial 
production, machinery, and the like— 
is no less decisive in the world today 
than military strength, 


In the long run, the nation or group 


of nations commanding the balance of 
economic power will be impregnable 
in the event a military war comes, be- 
cause it will be able to hold out long- 
est. 


The World War proved that. No 


combination of European armies was 
able to whip the German combination. 
But, 
despite submarines, England and 


her allies were able to establish '• an 
economic blockade and starve the Ger- 
man people slowly toward a mood for 
revolution. The entry of 'American 
supplies and men was the last straw. 
The people of Germany revolted. Not 
until then did %the Germany army 
crack. 


The decision of the United States to 


extend more credit to the Chinpse 
against their gold horde in this coun- 
try is a double-edged weapon. Not 
only does it increase American sales of 
trucks and other supplies, but also it 
reinforces a nation fighting one of Ger- 
many's economic allies—Japan. 


Gives Trailers A Choice 


The sa'm'e thing is true of Secretary 


Morgenthau's announcement that the 
United States treasury is studying 
plans to lend money to Latin American 
nations. <With money in hand, traders 
in Latin America can buy in a market 
of free exchange. They won't have 
to make any old deal for exchange of 
goods. 


In effect, you have in these credit ar- 


rangements the latest American answer 
to the German system of controlled 
trade. They are a logical sequel to the 
Hull program of reciprocal trade: an 
effort to lower tariff barriers all along 
the line in all nations to revive world 
trade.

James, his brother, may have shared 


this forcefulness of a man able for 
any contingency in seeking hos am- 
bitious goal.
